World Recoid Price! 

$7,850,000.00 was the price 
paid for the above 1794 
Silver Dollar. This surpassed 
the record price paid for the 
1933 double eagle. Some 
believe that the above 
specimen wasthe first dollar 
struck by the fledgling US 
mint in 1794 and it isgraded 
asa Specimen-66 by PCGS. 
Of 1,758 dollars reportedly 
struck bearing the year 1794 
it is estimated that only 
about 140-150 survive. 



Interesting Coin of the Month 

1921 Chapman & Zerbe Proofs 


CHAPMAN PROOF ZERBE PROOF 




In 1921 Farran Zerbe who had friends in high places managed to 
have the San Francisco mint strike a small number of proof 
examples of the resurrected Morgan Dollar which handy been 
struck since 1904. The resulting ‘Zerbe’ Proofs had a rather dull 
and hairlined surface which by some today is discounted as an 
actual proof. It is in any event a far superior strike to the normal 
high grade dollar of 1921. As competition goes, another 
connected individual, Henry Chapman, also a prominent collector 
of the time with connections at the mint through George Morgan, 
the coins designer, also managed to gain a favor of having the 
mint strike a number of proofs. The so-called ‘Chapman’ proofs 
are far superior to the Zerbe proofs and have a full mirror surface 
with complete details struck up on the coin. Both are major 
rarities with probably only about a dozen of each known.

As is the basic theme of this 
month's newsletter I have chosen 
a great book which covers 
counterfeit gold. This is a Whitman 
book released in 2005 but is still 
widely available. I would 
recommend thisbookto anyone 
who collects, buys, or is interested 
in U.S. gold coinage. As pictured it 
isa coil bound bookand consists 
of214pages The author, Bill 
Fivaz, hasimpeccable credentials 
and isone ofthe world's experts 
on varieties and counterfeits. He 
hasdone a extremely wonderful 
job of putting this book together.

'Rulesoflhumb' which outlines 
the majorrulesforidentifying 
counterfeits

There are multiple specific 
dates'mintsdepicted in each 
section with whole coin photos 
and close up'softhe suspect 
areas Although you may not 
encounterany specific coin(s) 
listed in this book, Bill shows and 
describesthe information 
contained about what 
counterfeits a re made up of will 
undoubtedly save you many 
dollarsand much grief if you 
routinely trade U.S. Gold. 

The listed price of $19.95 is well 
worth it and the information and 
full color pictures a re invaluable 
far beyond this price.

Pick Up Point 


Virtually every issue of U.S. gold coin has been coun¬ 
terfeited. Some are quite easy to detect, others can 
be quite difficult. The best defense when purchasing 
a raw gold coin is to check it especially if it raises any 
suspicions. Key items are, 1) Is the color normal, 2) 
are there any defects such as raised lumps or areas 
which may look like die rustortooling, 3) Check the 
denticles completely both obverse and reverse. 4) 
Don't forget to inspect the reeding. This is an area 
which counterfeiters often have trouble duplicating. 

5) General sharpness, counterfeits often look mushy.

Weight is another checkto make. Many times fake 
gold coins do weigh close to tolerance as most are 
made of .900 fine gold or in many cases much finer. 
Coins closerto 24k gold usually have that 'look' of¬ 
ten being much brighter.

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Feature Article - State TaxTokens/Doug Nyholm 

We have probably all seen these; small metal, plastic, orfiberboand tokens issued in various a mounts but 
most often seen are those of ‘1 Mil.' What are they, how were they used, did they circulate alongside 
regular coinage, who issued them, and what are they worth?????? First, they were issued by the 
following 12 states. 

Alabama Arizona Colorado Illinois Kansas 

Louisiana Mississippi Missouri New Mexico Oklahoma 

Utah Washington 

Their issue began during the 1930's during the depression beginning with Washington tokens in May, 

1935. By the end of WWII most had been discontinued but recordsshow that Missouri created and 
issued tokensuntil 1961 and although Ohio used only paperreceipts(nottokens) did notabandon the 
practice until 1962. Did they circulate? Yesthey actually did!

A main reason fortheircreation wasthatduring the depression the collection of salestax wasa 
significant revenue source forthe government howeveron a sale of 10c in orderto collecttaxa 
merchant would have to charge lc. This 10% tax during the time of the depression was unacceptable 
and an extreme hardship upon the taxpayer. "The taxtokenswere usually valued at 1 Mill which was 
equal to 1/10 cent which would allow a reasonable tax to be collected. In 1935 the salestax in 
Washington was raise to 2% which in turn gave their to ken a value of 1/5 th of a cent or 2 Mills. Later 
Washington's tokens read 'on 14c' when the taxwasraised to 3% Otherdenominationsexisted and 
were created because increases in localtaxes Initially these tokenswere opposed vigorously by the 
government stating thatthey were 'money' and competed with the federal circulating coinage. These 
acquisitions by the government were soon dropped and literally millions of these taxtokenswere issued. 
Apparently there wasfargreaterconcems forthe government to pursue during the depression than the 
taxtoken issue. 

Taxtokensare found in several materia Is including aluminum, copper, brass, zinc, cardboard, fiberand 
plastic. The non-metal versions came in a numberof different colors Metal tokenswere issued from 
1935 to 1940, fiber materia I was used from 1941-1943, a nd plasticswere used afterl943. Mosttokensare 
in two sizes, 22/23 millimeters and 16 millimeters and most have a centerpunch of varying shapesand 
sizes. 

Collecting these varioustokens is relatively easy asmostare available atreasonable costs. One could 
probably put togethera verycomplete set of different tokensfrom every state issuing themforunder 
$100. Thismight be an interesting collection, very historical, and a lot of fun to put together. Ithinkthis 
would make an outstanding exhibit at a future UNS meeting orshow. Any takers?
